Acrial Progress. 

Tho ‘visita of world {llors to 
Hongkong havo certainly dono 
somothing to increase local 
intorest in aviation. According 


to what we read, radical! changes|’ 


in acroplans designs are oxpocted 
to result’ from exporimonts now 
boing carried out by tho 
Norwogian, Professor Bjorknes, 

who, bofore a rocont imocting 
of tho British Assooiation for 
the Advancemont of Solence, 
domonstrated his now style of 
machine, This soroplano has 
whirling oylindors inytoad of 
wings, and theso are shaped liko 
tin cans, which ‘rovolvo swiftly. 
Tho tochnical oxplanation of how 
thoy work is too complicted to 
givo hore, but groat hopos aro 
controd on this row typo of 
machino, which, it is stated, will 
rovolutionise flying. It is intorest- 
ing to note that most of our now 
idcas' come from studying ond 
adapting things that already 
oxist. Whon man wantod to fly, 


»}ho naturally started out with tho 


fdoa that his acroplane must hove 
wings like a bird or insoct, The 
plano you soo soaring ovorhead 
looks as if it woro a hugo dragon 
fly or: hawk. Similarly,’ the 
first railway passongor cars 
looked like stagocoaches. Tho 
first typowritor koyboard was 
a copy of. ao piano'r, — oven 
toblack and white koys ing row. 
Itis hard to shake off tho preco- 
dont of the past. Old idoas cling 


and modify ‘now ideas—But-as 


tho now ideas dovolop, ospocially 
new inventions, the old is gradu-

Anti-British; 


Tho supporters of Dr, Sun Yat- 
son have so often and so inuistant- 
ly complainod of British hatred of 
thoir loader that we have become 
tired of attompting to show that 
thoro is no roal ground for this 
distorted conception. From the 
diatribe’ which has just appearod 
in tho Canton Gazette, howover, 
oxplaining why Dr. Sun owos no 
gratitude to England, it js mani- 
fost that tho: Southorn loador 
hotes tho British with an inten- 
sity which wo should imagine has 
nover been oqualticd, Dr. Sun, 
anys this journal, bas a theory 
that China_is no more than a 
somi-colony (if hot worse) of 
“England and her fellows," and 
that,.as a consequence,.he,.as.an 
agitator, must be supproseced, A’ 
moro.for-fetched and ridiculous 
idoa, so totally at variance with 
facts, we cannot concoive. Thon 
there is much in this outburst 
about “tho nowspapor hirelings 
of British Imporialiam," ‘and tho 

‘oumpaign. of.-Hes and black- 
guardism by England’s roptile 
pross in Hongkong, jn Shang- 
hai," otc. Presumably our Can- 
ton contemporary has an idoa 
that tho English nowspapor pross 
in, Hongkong and tho Treaty 
Porte is subsidised to be pro- 
British in its outlook afd that 
its commonts are directed from 
soma cammon source. It may 
as well be put on record, 
howevor, as the truth, that tho 
British press in tho: East (in 
Hongkong, at any rate) is free 
and unfettered, and that it 
‘gays oxactly what it thinks 
aftor weighing up any. situation, 
Tho more fact that Dr. Sun has 
not “a good proass" in tho Eust 
is sufflciont to reflect what tho 
majority think of him and his 
sehemos. But hatred has no 
part in theso things--as oa 
public man Dr. Sun has been 
woighed in the balances , und 
ound wanting. Ags to the plea 
that Dr.-Sun owes no gratitude 
to England for waving his fo 
in -1922 when ho went aboard 
a Baltioh gunbost, because he 
could have loft on a Japancse 
warship,” that ‘ia about tho 
‘funniost thing wo have on- 
countered for years. Tho ‘fact 
remains that he was hard prose- 
ed by his enomics, that he was 
forced to floes to eavo bis Hfe 
and that he did accopt British 
hospitality. If he'is not grate- 
ful for hot, thon wa cannot 
conjure up any nifuacion. in which 
howtis likely to be.
